We  parted  with  our 
classmates  whom  we  loved  dearly,  but  we  hope  to  meet  again  in  the  near  future.  We 
are  all  on  our  own  now,  each  going  in  this  own  direction,  but  all  with  the  same 
pleasant  memories  of  our  high  school  life.
